Besides doing a little teaching, 
beginning day after tomorrow, I will be doing secretarial work for the principal 
and helping in some building which is to start this week. This is a grand spot. 

On the surface at least, there is little Commie influence in this section. Con- 
versely, there is a great door opened to us for the preaching of the Gospel. Stu- 
dents and teachers here have more invitations than we can fill and at the same time 
do justice to our school work. This afternoon, for instance, a group went to the 
service in the prison. The last few months have seen literally dozens of prisoners 
profess Christ — on Easter Sunday over 20 were baptized — they have organized their 
own church inside the prison walls, deacons and all. Some of the wardens believed, 
also, and e\ r en the governor of tho prison shows evidence of the working of the Holy 
Spirit on his heart! This, I believe* is a thing seldom seen in the history of the 
church, either East or West. We are living in apostolic times. Every day or so 
I hear of miracles, with people being converted whom I had almost given up hope 
for. Pray for us, and send out more young people to help us before.it is too late."
